Speech  of  lion.  Horace  Ilcflren,  Deliv- 
ered in  the  House  of  Kepreseirtativ'Cs 

of  Indiana,  February  1,  186  1. 
[concluded.] 

I will  Step  bac!:  again,  and  had  I the  power  to 
call  from  the  cold  and silint shzidesof  Mount  Vcr-< 
non  the  dust  of  the  Father  of  his  country,  I would 
bring  him  hero  to-day.  Call  from  the  shades  of 
Montieello  Thomas  J effcr.son;  coll  John  Adam-, 
John  Hancock,  and  Samuel  Adatus,  and  all  tho 
patriot  sires  of  the  revolution.  Under  these  doc- 
trines of  this  Republican  party  we  are  all  equals 
here  in  Iowa,  But  come  Washington,  Jefferson, 
Adams,  Hancock,  take  one  step,  one  fatal  .step, 
and  you  pass  from  freedom  to  slavery.  The  ad- 
vocates of  the  Chicago  platform  say  in  effect  what 
matters  it  to  us,  George  Washington,  if  for  seven 
long  years  you  followed  your  country's  blood- 
stained flag?  What  matters  it  if  you  were  with 
the  army  in  the  woods  at  Valley  Forge  in  1777, 
where  they  could  have  been  tracked  by  the  blood 
from  their  frozen  feet?  What  matters  it  if  you 
were  found  upon  your  knees  by  the  way-side  offer- 
ing up  a prayer  to  Almighty  God  for  His  protec- 
tion to  your  army?  What  matters  it,  Thomas  Jef- 
ferson, if  you  gave  us  that  immortal  Declaration 
of  Independence?

Lope  the  gentleman  is  satisfied  with  tuy  answer. 

Now  thr^  talk  about  the  Crittenden  proposition. 
You  showered  down  abuse  upon  Mr.  Douglas. 
You  called  him  Stephen  Arnold  because  you  said 
he  tore  down  tin?  Missouri  compromise  line.  Free- 
dom was  forever  secured  north  of  it,  and  slavety 
tolerate  1 by  implication  south  of  it.  You  dr- 
nounced  his  acts  and  the  Democrats  in  no  measured 
term/,  and  in  your  platform  of  that  and  suc- 
ceeding years,  you  said  you  went  in  for  tho  res- 
toration of  the  Missouri  line;  but  when  we  pro- 
pose by  a Constitutional  enactment  to'  make  that 
compromise  valid  and  binding^  how  do  you  meet 
us  ?

— Sir,  I answer  that  I believe  tho 
Democratic  party  is  in  favor  of  anything  reason- 
able, right,  just  and  proper  to  save  tho-Unioh  and 
the  Constitution.  And  in  connection  with  that  I 
will  say,  however  bitter  a pill  it  may  be  for  me  to- 
swallow,  that  love  of  country  which  I have,  and 
that  patriotism  which  beats  in  the  breast  of  every 
Djmjcrat,  will  cause  him  to  close  his  evejs  and 
swallow  it,  to  save  our  liberty,  the  Constitution, 
and  the  Union,  that  mankind  coming  after  us  may 
have  a heritage  worthy  of  the  name  of  freemen.

Missouri  compromise  line,  I stated  at  the  time  I 
would  vote  for  that,  but  I never  could  vote  for 
tho  Crittendeu  amendments.  Did  you  not  say  at 
that  time  you  would  not  vote  for  them  ?• 

Mr.  llcffron — I do  not  know  how  the  gentleman 
understood  rae.  I say  it  is  hard  to  take.  I do 
not  now  recollect  what  I said.  Will  the  gentle- 
man now  say  that  he  will  vote  to  extend  the  line 
of  36  deg.  30  min.  by  Constitutional  enactment. 

Mr.  Gresham. — If  the  South  will  accept  that  as 
a peace  measure,  and  it  will  bring  peace,  I will 
do  so.  > 

Mr.IL*ffren. — Are  you  willing  to  offer  it  ns  a 
peace-offering  ? 

Mr.  Gresham.; — I am  not  particular. 

Mr.  Heffren  — Gentlemen  sny  we  <\y  not*objcct 
to  the  majority  report.  A great  Tp  is  take,  truly. 
Your  report  pledges  the  men  and  means  of  the 
State  of  Indiana  to  the  Federal  Government,  and 
you  mean  by  that  nothing  more  nor  less  than  wo 
will  all  go  and  fight  the  South.  Compel,  or  co- 
erce them  is  your  doctrine,  and  any  resolution  or 
report  which  recognizes  any  rueh  right  dr  j>owcr 
we  are  opposed  to,  and  never  will  take  part*  in  any 
attempt  to  subjugate  tho  southern  people.  But 
the  gentleman  from  Henry  says  we  ask  the  Re- 
publican party  to  get  down  upon  their  knees  and 
be i pardon.  I think  they  ought  to  recognr/.e  a j 
higher  and  holier  Power,  and  get  on  their  knees 
to  Him,  instead  of  getting  down  to  us:  for  there  is 
groat  need  of  .it. 

Mr.  Bundy  (interrupting).  -They  ask  us  to  get 
down  because  we  got  the  Victory. 

Mr.  Heffren. — Aye,  sir,  they  did  get  their  vic- 
tory in  as  many  ways  as  a man  ever  heard  tell  of, 
I reckon.  I make  no  objection  because  they  got 
more  votes,  but  they  talk  about  a majority  of  the 
people  when  the  people  at  the  ballot  box,  by  more 
than  a million  of  votes  against  them,  proclaimed 
that  Lincoln  is  not  their  choice.  He  is  a minor- 
ity President.  You  flung  it  in  our  teeth  that 
James  Buchanan  was  a minority  President;  and 
how  is  it  now?  While  I would  not  tear  a single 
wreath  from  the  chaplet  that  adorns  his  brow — 
while  I hope  his  administration  will  be  a con- 
servative one— yet  I have  no  faith  in  a man  who 
says  there  is  an  “irrepressible  conflict"  existing 
between  tho  North  and  the  South.  And  he  goes 
still  futher,  and  says  “a  house  divided  against  it- 
self cannot  stand" — all  must  become  “free  or 
all  slave."  Tho  prairios  and  fair  fields  of-Iu- 
diana  shall  be  cursed  with  slavery,  or  the  whole 
multitude  of  slaves  on  tho  southern  plantations 
shall  be  free,  lie  goes  another  step  and  savs  ho 
hates  slavery  as  much  as  any  Abolitionist.  Tell 
me,  then,  how  I can  expect  conservatism  from  a 
man  who  talks  thus?  I believe  it  was  the  gen- 
tlcman  from  Kosciusko  who  said  wo  could  not  even 
have  a flag-raising  but  what  ueq$al  right *"  of  the 
States  had  to  be  dragged  in.  A*  most  unfortunate 
allusion  for  that  gentleman.  His  Excellency,  the 
Governor,  talked  there  of  treason  and  traitors:  and 
who  were  meant  by  it?  We  understand  as  well 
who  he  meant  as  though  we  were  told  so  square- 
toed  and  flat-footed.  He  meant  the  Democratic 
party  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  there  is  no  use 
of  denying  it;  and  if  you  call  U3  traitors  because 
we  sympathize  with  our  southern  brethren — be 
cause  we  have  stood  up  manfully  and  nobly  lor 
t lie-right — if  it  is  because  we  want  to  guarantee 
them  the  same  rights  we  enjoy  ourselves — put 
your  epithets  upon  us  as  much  as  you  please. 
You  will  find  strong  arms  and  brave  and  true 
hearts  beating  in  the  breasts  of  over  an  hundred 
thousand  Indianiaus,  that  will  say,  as  you  march 
under  Abolition  banners  toward  our  brothers  on 
the  other  bide  of  yonder  river : “Thus  far  shait 
thou  go,  and  no  further." 

Mr.  Nebcker  (interrupting). — I want  to  know  if 
he  theans  by  that  he  will  meet  tho  'armed  forces 
of  the  United  States? 

Mr.  lleffron.— I meon  that,  whenever  the  Presi- 
dent of  tho  United  States  of  America  calls  upon 
the  Governor  ot  the  State  of  Itidiuua  for  troops 
to  go  to  tbo  southern  States  and  ichip  those  seven 
States  back  into  the  Union,  and  force  them  to  re« 


main  an  integral  part  of  the  Government — I mean 
that  I stand  where  Kosciusko  and  Pulaski  stood. 
I will  do  as  Lafayette  did ; as  Stubon  and  DeKalb 
and  others  did.  I will  leave  in y native  land — my 
hearthstone — my  wife  and  family— and  rather  be- 
come a private  in  the  southern  at  my,  fighting  for 
equal  rights  and  privileges,  rather  than  bo  the 
Commander-in-Chief  of  an  Abolition  army  that 
would  be  compelled  to  go  to  the  South  to  shed  the 
blood  of  tho/evho  dare,  raise  their  arms  for  free- 
dom ail'd  liberty— for  justice  and  self-preserva- 
tion. [Approbation.] 

Well,  sir,  one  item  more,  and  I am  done.  Con- 
cession must  not  come  from  one  side  alone.  It. 
.must  not  gome  from  one  portion  of  the  people 
alone,  it  must  be  a free-will  offering  from  both 
sides.  I do  not  speak  the  sentiments  of  the  Re- 
publican party,  because  I am  not  their  organ.  I 
nifty,  perhaps  not  suit  the  weak-backed  and  weak- 
kneed  gentlemen  of  the  Democratic  party  upon 
our  side  of  the  question  ; but  1 trust  in  God  we 
have  none  of  them.  We  know  what  our  lights 
are,  and  knowing  them  dare  maintain  them.  Are 
not  you  upon  ibo  other  side  willing  to  sacrifice 
something  of  your  principles  upon  this  question, 
to  save  your  country?  While  I,  to-day.  have* 
been  making  these  remarks,  I may  have  said 
things  in  the  heat  of  debate  that  looks  as  though 
there  was  nothing  of  conciliation  or  compromise 
on  our  side.  Take  these  resolutions — let  tho 
voice  of  the  people  be  hoard. upon  them;  or,  gen- 
tlemen, a still  surer  mode  aud  bettor  way  of  get- 
ting at  it — write  out  your  resignations,  with  ours, 
give  them  to  the  Governor  in  a body,  go  home, 
and  appeal  to  your  constituents  to  soy  which  is 
right  and  which  is  wrong;  and  when  you  come 
back,  if  ever  you  should,  you  will  find  the  boot 
upon  tlie  other  leg.  Instead  of  your  sixty  to  our 
forty,  you  will  find  cur  sixty  to  your  forty.  I 
believe  you  know  and  believe  it,  or  else  you  would 
join  us  in  tendering  our  resignations  to  the  Gov- 
ernor, and  let  the  people  of  Indiana,  through  the 
ballot-box,  say  what  they  want  and  what  they  de- 
sire. The  gentleman  from  Henry  says  wc  have 
already  had  two  trials,  aud  tho  statute  prohibits 
us  from  having  another.  I believe  it  does,  for 
tho  same  cause.  But  I believe  we  have  the  right 
in  this  case  apon  the  ground  of  ncwly-diseovored 
evidence.  I don’t  mean  we  have  discovered  any- 
thing new  in  the  Republican  party,  except  ono 
thing — they  don’t  mean  to  compromise  and  meet 
us  half  way.’ 

Why  not  accept  this  Crittenden  amendment? 
Your  Governor,  I presume,  has  appointed  commis- 
sioners to  Washington  city,  and  no  man  in  whose 
bosom  throbs  a Democratic  heart  is  upon  it.  But 
I ark  gentlemen  why  they  v/ill  not  come  up  and 
go  hand  and  hand  with  us  to  save  our  common 
country?  19  it  possible  that  while  some  of  those 
soldiers  who- fodght  the  battles  of  American  lib- 
erty are  still  living,  and  their  gray  hairs  still  float 
in  the  breeze  as  they  pass  along  tho  highway; 
while  some  old  men  who  fought  in  the  war  of  the 
revolution  are  still  here,  is  it  possible,  I ask,  is  it 
possible,  that  this  Government  which  they  helped 
to  erect  by  their  blood  and  treasure  is  going  to 
crumble  before  their  eyes,  because  a portion  of 
the  American  people  will  not  meet  in  a proper 
spirit  of  conciliation.  I entreat  you.  my  Repub- 
lican friends,  look  to  the  lamp  of  liberty  which 
ybl  bums;  I entreat  you  to  leave  your  party  for 
the  good  of  a common  country;  I ask  you  in  the 
name  of  humanity  at  large,  throughout  the  length 
and  breadth  of  the  world,  look  upon  this  question 
as  pal  riots;  look  upon  i t as  if  it  were  the  preser- 
vation of  your  own  hearth-stones.  Has  this  Gov- 
ernment got.  to  crumble  to  pieces  because  you 
will  not  meet  us  in  a spirit  of  compromise?  Is  it 
to  go  down?  Must  everything  which  nn  Ameri- 
can holds  dear  to  his  heart  be  lost.  Must  the 
grave  of  Washington,  the  father  of  his  country, 
be  in  another  land, and  nation.  Must  the  grave 
of  the  immortal  author  of  the  Declaration  of  In- 
dependence be  in  another  country  ? Must  this 
all  be,  and  worse  than  this,  ten  thousand  times 
worse,  rather  than  to  yield  to  a compromise  in 
order  to  save  the  country?  These,  it  seems  to 
me, 'are  plain,  practical  questions.  Are  y unpa- 
triotic enough  10  meet  them  ? Are  you  self-sacri- 
ficing enough  to  save  your  country,  to  tavo  the 
Constitution  and  the  Union?  I fear  not; 

You  may  talk  about  coercion.  When  the  wo- 
men of  Charleston, »as  the  mothers  of  tho  revolu- 
tion did,,  have  been  making  lint  to'  put  upou  the 
wounds  of  their  brothers,  and*  fathers,  and  sons 
— when  the  dread  time  comes,  it  is  lolly  to  talk 
about  <*<  ercing  a pe<iple:-Hke  that.  Conquer  such 
a people  1 No„uoy<|y.  And  when  you  cause,  as 
you  threaten,  a servile  insurrection,  you  cause 
the  iqost  bloody  and  terrible  war  that  civilization 
amj  Christianity  ever  looked  upon.  I appeal  to 
gentlemen  on  the  other  side  of  tho  House  toTei 
party  platforms  go  their  way,  let  political  creeds 
and  ideas  and  notions  be  buried.  Bury  the  hatchet 
at  tho  foot  of  the  tree  of  liberty,  that  you  may 
spare  the  tree  itself.  Cut  it  not  down.  Let  its 
broad  branches  cover  your  heads  and  mine;  let  it 
cover  not  only  our  beads  but  our  brethren  of  the 
southern  States.  Cut  off  not  a single  twig.  Lay 
•not  the  axe  10  the  root  to  fell  that  ndbrt  tree.  Let 
it  stand*  and  although  the  storm  has  passed  over 
it  many  a time  before  and  has  broken  off  the  rot- 
ten boughs  andToosened  up  the  earth,  its  branche.> 
have  spread  further  and  further,  and  to-day,  in- 
stead of  thirteen,  there  appeals  thirty-four  stars 
upon  the  flag  of  our  country,  which  floats  from 
its  topmost  limbs.  Sir,  shall  they  remain  there? 
Will  any  man  lay  his  parieidal  hand  upon  that 
flag?  < Ah  1 you  tell  me  now  I am  changing  my 
tactics,  i tell  you,  as  far  as  that  is  concerned,  I 
am  willipg  to  . meet  my  southern  brethren  in  the 
spirit  of  amity,  concord,  concession  and  compro- 
mise, believing  that  if  they  are  met  in  such  a 
spirit  they  will  respond  to  our  call.  I am  ready 
to  go  to  meet  them,  and  I ask  you  why  you  are 
not  willing  to  go  with  us.  At  the  same  time, 
standing  upon  the  principles  of  the  Declaration  of 
Independence, jsliall  ono  people  have  the  right  to 
dissolve  the  connection  which  binds  them  to 
another?  I never  can  believe  in  allowing  the 
strong  to  coerce  the  weak.  And  were  I a south- 
erner and  you  undertook  your  war  of  aggression, 
I would,  like  one  of  old,  when  I took  my  children 
to  the  baptismal  font  make  them  swear  to  hate 
you,  to  fight  you,  to  curse  you,  until  you  left  our 
soil  uncontaminated  by  your  vile  presence.

Columbia,  Ky.,  March  6th,  1861. 
Hon.  Beriah  Magoffin,  Governor  of  Kentucky, 

Frankfort,  Ky: 

Sir:  On  Monday  last  one  of  the  largest 
popular  assemblages  ever  convened  in  this 
section  of  the  State  was  held  in  this  place, 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  into  consideration 
the  present  deplorable  state  of  financial  af- 
fairs. It  was  composed  of  the  mostsubstan- 
tial,  moderate,  and  independent  men.  That 
meeting  appointed  the  undersigned  a com- 
mittee to  address  your  Excellency  on  the 
subject  of  this  communication. 

Wc  need  not  do  more  than  make  an  allusion 
to  the  general  commercial  distress  pervading 
the  whole  country,  arising,  we  suppose,  in 
the  main  from  political  causes.  Your  Excel- 
lency is  better  informed  titan  ourselves  upon 
the  general  causesof  the  universal  pecuniary 
distress  now  existing.  We  therefore  refrain 
from  troubling  you  with  any  considerations 
of  ours  on  the  subject. 

We  desire,  however,  to  make  some  sug- 
gestions to  your  Excellency,  arising  in  part 
out  of  local  considerations  peculiar  to  this 
part,  of  .the  country. 

Last  year  a large  section  of  country,  cm- 
i bracing  many  counties  in  south,  central,  and 
southwestern  Kentucky,  suffered  an  almost 
total  loss  of  crops,  from  an  unprecedented 
drouth  AM  previous  failures  of  crops  sink 
into  insignificance  when  compared  with  this. 
The  failure  was  so  nearly  total  that  it  is  now 
with  difficulty  that  thtj  necessaries  of  life 
can  he  procured,  even  by  those  who  are  able 
to  command  the  money.  Food  is  beyond 
tlie  reach  of  those  of  our  fellow  citizens  who 
cannot  procure  the  ready  money.  What 
little  there  is,  is  in  the  haudsof  men  whoare 
unwilling  to  part  with  it  except  for  cash. 
Even  for  cash  it  is  procured  with  great  diffi- 
culty and  by  payingthe  highest  pricesJtnown 
to  the  country.  The  country  having  no  sur- 
plus produce  of  last  year’s  raising  to  dispose 
of.  we  have  no  money  worth  speaking  of.  It 
would  give  you  but  an  inadequate  idea  to  say 
that  money  is  scarce. 

We  say  to  you  that  there  is  not  enough 
money  in  litis  and  many  of  the  surrounding 
counties  to  afford  a circulating  medium  to 
pay  tor  the  necessaries  of  life  for  a month  at 
a time. 

The  banks  of  the  State  reported  to  the 
last  session  of  our  Legislature  that  they  had 
then  a circulation  of  over  ten  millions  of 
dollars.  We  have  the  pleasure  of  a personal 
acquaintance  with  many  of  the  gentlemen 
who  gave  information  to  that  effect  to  the 
General  Assembly,  and  believe  that  the  fig- 
ures they  report  are  correct.  We  have  had 
some  dilficulty  in  understanding  vvhy  .it  is 
that  as  the  circulation  is  so  greut,  money  in 
the  country,  ave,  and  in  the  cities  too,  should 
be  so  scarce;  why  there  should  he  so  un- 
precedented a scarcity  of  money  in  those 
circles  where  it  usually  circulates,  when  the 
banks  have  issued  so. much  which  is  ttnre- 
turued  to  the  source  whence  it  issued?  We 
have  been  able  to  divine  no  reason  for  this 
apparent  anomaly,  unless  it  he  that  the 
banks  have  each  in  its  vaults  paper  to  a large 
amount  issued  by  the  other  banks.  We  feel 
confident  that  but  a small  portion  of  the  ten 
millions  of  dollars  reported  is  in  actual  cir- 
culation in  the  country.  While  we  suppose 
that  in  other  portions  of  the  State  monetary 
distress  may  not  exist  to  such  an  extent  as 
it  does  in  those  portions  referred  to,  we  at 
the  same  time  have  the  best  evidence  that 
the  evil  pervades  the  whole  State  to  an  ex- 
tent hitherto  unknown  in  commercial  an- 
nals. 

Some  action  on  the  part  of  onr  (tanks  is 
indispensiltly  necessary.  The  State  has 
placed  the  purse  of  the  people  of  Kentucky 
in  the  hands  of  the  hanks  of  Kentucky. 
They  hold  the  keys  of  the  money  hags. 
The  original  circulating  medium — gold  and 
silver — has  been  placed  in  their. vaults,  to 
afford  a basis  upon  which  to  found  a paper 
circulation.  There  is  no  gold  or  silver  in 
the  country,  because  the  hanks  have  it  in 
their  strong  boxes  to  secure  themselves 
against  any  danger  of  a rush  upon  them. 
There  is  no  paper  money  in  circulation  be- 
cause it  lias  in  part  been  withdrawn  into  tlie 
vaults  of  the  banks  whence  it  issued,  and  in 
part  is  in  the  possession  of  the  other  hanks, 
each  bank  holding  a considerable  amount 
of  each  other  bank’s  paper,  and  thus  virtu- 
ally withdrawing  it  from  circulation.  What- 
ever may  be  the  actual  cause,  it  is  manifest, 
any  reports  or  theories  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, that  ttiere  is  not  now  in  actual 
circulation  among  the  people  one  dollar 
.vbere  there  was  twenty-five  one  or  two  years 
i go.  Anomalous  as  it  may  appear,  money 
is  scarcer  and  prices  higher  than  ever  before 
known  in  the  country.  Usually  where  money 
is  scarce,  provisions  and  all  other  property  is 
low.  Not  so  now. 

We  do  not  wish  to  reflect  upon  the  con- 
duct of  the  gentlemen  conducting  the  banks, 
it  may  be  absolutely  necessary  to  their  safety 
that  they  should  take  the  course  they  have 
taken  and  are  taking.  If  it  he,  and  it  is  not 
in  the  power  of  the  Legislative  Department 
to  enable  them  to  relieve  the  existing  distress 
without  endangering  their  own  safety,  then 
it  is  evident  that  the  country  ought  not  to 
place  its  confidence  in  institutions  powerless 
to  protect  in  times  like  these,  when  protec- 
tion and  aid  is  most  needed. 

We  conceive  that  tlie  safest  course  to  be 
pursued  to  afford  relief  to  solvent,  entirely 
responsible  men,  against  sacrifice  of  their 
property  by  forced  sales,  is  the  approval  by 
your  Excellency  of  the  bill  passed  by  the  two 
Houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  providing 
for  the  issue  of  four  millions  of  dollars  bv 
the  banks,  which  was  presented  to  you  on 
the  last  day  and  about  the  last  hour  of  the 
session,  and  too  late  for  your  examination. 
This  bill  protects  banks  from  blood-sucking 
brokers;  it  will  a fiord  relief  to  our  people  if 
carried  out  in  letter  and  spirit,  until  two 
crops  shall  enable  them  to  need  no  relief. 

We  understand  that  your  Excellency  has 
some  information  that  tlie  banks  will  not 
accept  and  execute  this  law.  We  have  no 
other  information  on  the  subject.  We  can- 
not think  that  those  institutions,  which  have 
been  favored  by  our  people  with  the  peculiar 
privileges  which  they  enjoy,  would  wantonly 
refuse  io  co-operate  in  a measure  which  is 
indispensible  to  the  preservation  of  the 
great  body  of  the  Kentucky  people.  We 
cannot  think  that  those  institutions  which 
to  a great  extent  excite  the  creation  of  debt, 
will  wantonly  desert  those  who  have  become 
involved  in  debt,  by  reason  of  a large  bank 
circulation— -who  have  been  allured  into 
large  speculations  or  unusual  expenditures, 


by  the  unusual  abundance  of  bank  paper. 
But  the  responsibility  should  rest  where  it 
is  due.  If  the  banks  intend  to  do  this  it 
should  be  known.  If  the  measure  is  an  un- 
wise one,  then  it  will  do  no  wrong  for  your 
Excellency  to  approve  it,  if  the  banks  intend 
to  refuse  it.  The  mercantile  community  are 
deeply  interested  in  this  measure.  We  can 
say  to  them  that  we  cannot  collect  any  con- 
siderable part  of  their  claims  unless  the  banks 
afford  a circulating  medium  to  represent  the 
property  of  their  debtors  and  of  the  country. 
Unless  this  measure  is  adopted  collections 
must  cease.  They  are  impracticable.  The 
collecting  officers  will  not  bring  Up  the  prop- 
erty for  sale.  It  will  not  sell  for  money  if 
brought  up,  because  there  are  no  bidders 
with  the  money. 

No  other  proposition  is  before  the  country. 
The  whole  matter  depends  upon  tlie  success 
of  the  measure  referred  to.  It  is  objected 
that  the  paper  will  become  depreciated  and 
will  injure  the  credit  of  the  country.  We 
believe  that  such  is  the  confidence  of  the 
public  in  Kentucky  banks  that  no  depreci- 
ation will  occur.  The  present  indebtedness 
of  the  agricultural  people  ot  Kentucky  can 
ltd  will  be  discharged  in  it.  Tho  Executive 
of  Kentucky  and  the  banka  of  the  State 
should  look  to  some  extent  at  least  to  the 
agricultural  interest.  Banks  have  to  a great 
extent,  and  as  we  think  rightfully,  looked 
very  much  to  the  trading  interest.  We  think 
that  now  they  should  pay  some  attention  to 
the  interests  of  the  agriculturist,  most  espe- 
cially the  small  farmers.  This  measure  will 
save  many  a homestead  from  sacrifice. 
It  will  save  many  a family  from  distress.  It 
will  injure  no  one.  The  paper  issued  by  tlie 
hanks,  even  if  it  become  slightly  depreciated, 
will  be  better  than  notes  upon  struggling 
and  helpless  debtors  scattered  through  the 
country.  Those  men  can  and  will  pay  their 
debts  with  it.  Those  to  whom  they  pay  it, 
generally  country  merchants,  will  pay  it 
back  to  the  banka  or  to  their  creditors,  who 
will  pay  it  back  to  tlie  banks.  Most  of  it 
after  having  paid  three  or  fourtimes  its  own 
value  in  debts,  will  return  in  a few  weeks'  to 
the  banks.  It  will  do  much  good.  It  can 
do  but  little  harm.  We  speak  the  voice  of 
the  whole  people  of  fifty  counties  when  we 
say  that  their  deliverance  from  existing 
troubles  depends  upon  this  law  going  into 
immediate  effect.

Thus  the  work  of  revo- 
lution slowly  but  surely  progresses  at  the 
North.  Give  the  people  time,  aud  they  will 
come  right,  but’  expect  nothing  from  poli- 
tieians  and  Congressmen. 


Virginia  State  Convention . 

Richmond,  March  11. 

The  majority  report  reaffirms  the  doctrine 
of  State  Rights,  and  declares  interference 
with  slavery  by  the  Federal  or  other  author- 
ities, or  tiie  people,  contrary  to  the  Constitu- 
tion, offensive  and  dangerous,  alui  condemns 
the  formation  of  geographical  or  s ctional 
parties;  demands  a fair  portion  of  the  terri- 
tory, and  equal  protection  therein;  declares 
it  unwise,  impolitic,  aiid  offensive  toaccuinu- 
late  within  the  limits  of  a State  interested 
in  the  irritated  pending  questions  of  the 
deepest  importance,  an  unusual  number  of 
troops  and  munitions  of  war:  indulges  in  the 
hope  of  a restoration  of  the  Union  and  fra- 
ternal feelings;  recommends  the  repeal  ot 
unfrieudiy,  unconstitutional  legislation,  and 
the  adoption  of  proper  amendments  to  the 
Constitution  ; concedes  ti  e right  of  States  to 
withdraw  for  just  causes;  alludes  to  the  po- 
sition of  the  Federal  Government  disclaim- 
ing power  under  the  Constitution  to  recog- 
nize withdrawal  without  expressing  an  opin 
ion  on  tiie  question  ot  power;  it  desires  to 
confer  nullification  in  Government  powers 
necessary  to  deal  peaceably  with  the  ques- 
tions involved,  and  if  necessary  recognize  tiie 
separate  independence  of  seceding  States, 
make  treaties,  and  pass  such  laws  as  separa 
tion  may  make  proper. 

The  majority  reports  recommends  the  people 
of  our  sister  States  to  respond  at  theireariiest 
convenience  to  its  position  and  amendments 
to  the  Constitution  to  be  proposed  hereafter. 
In  case  Virginia  fails  to  obtain  satisfactory 
responses  from  the  slaveholding  States,  she 
will  feel  compelled  to  resume  sovereign 
powers  and  throw  herself  on  her  reserved 
rights.  It  is  made  an  indispensable  condi- 
tion that  a pacific  policy  lie  adopted  toward 
tiie  seceded  States,  and  that  no  attempt  be 
made  to  reinforce  or  recapture  tiie  forts  or 
exact  payment  of  imposts  on  commerce,  or 
any  measure  be  taken  calculated  to  provoke 
hostilities;- that  Virginia  will  regard  any 
hostile  action  bv  either  side  as  hurtful  and
